AS IT WAS 


This week marks the official opening of the Cape for the summer season. In a 
short period, from the Fourth of July through Labor Day, there will be an increasing 
pace of activity which will reach its peak in the first part of September and then, over- 
night deflate itself with the same explosive condition with which it began. For the 
economies of the Cape today are geared to one factor—that of providing for and enter- 
taining the tourist whether for one night, or the ten week season. No one can deny 
that the Cape is an ideal vacation resort offering cool air, fresh and salt water bathing, 
good roads, and drives through beautiful pine and oak forest. As we enjoy the leisurely 
life of a Cape Cod Summer, it becomes somewhat impossible to believe that the Cape 


was not always the same. Yet the Cape did have an industry of its own, and the 
early settlers accepted the forces that nature had bestowed on them and built up a 
life of adventure and contentment. By the middle of the 19th Century, Cape Cod was 
ripening off. This section, through the lack of water power, was untouched by the 
numerous factories which were finding their way into New England with the industrial 
revolution. Not only Barnstable and Provincetown but every tidal harbor and tiny 
creek—Yarmouthport, Sesuet, Wellfleet, Chatham, and Bass River—had its fishing fleet, 
with dependent shipyards, sail-lofts, and wharves. Coasting vessels plied “down east” 
or “out south”, and made foreign connections at Boston, to which every town on the Bay 
side ran a sailing packet. Provincetown and Woods Hole had a small fleet of whales 
and all sections received an occasional oily bounty from a school of whales driven to 
the beach by a sudden gale. 


Of the minority that did not engage in fishing or coasting, the more adventurous 
entered the merchant marine; the stay-at-home worked the oyster-beds and the clam- 
flats, or harnessed wind and sun to extract salt from the sea. Many young men worked 
at a trade in Charlestown or some other Southern seaport during the winter, returning 
to the cape by sea in time for a summer’s fishing. Widows and retired captains invested 
their savings in sixteenth-shares of fishing vessels, or in the stock of a local marine 
insurance company. Until 1850 almost every one lived in a snug Cape cottage, built 
with that nice sense of proportion that a ships’ carpenter instinctively absorbs. 


Distinct section that it was, Cape Cod’s every town was distinctive. Chatham had 
a fleet of Shad boats. Provincetown, with its capacious harbor, had the largest fleet 
of fishermen and whalers, and the greatest salt-works. Her shores were lined with 
picturesque windmills, which pumped sea water into pine vats for evaporation; her 
quaint cottages emerged from sand and fish-flakes, instead of gardens and shrubbery. 
Brewster having no proper harbor, was a nursery of sea-captains for the merchant 
marine, and snug harbor in their old age. Barnstable, the county seat, had a native 
aristocracy of lawyers, judges, and clipper ship commanders. Sandwich, where the 
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Cape began, capitalized Cape sand; its six acre glass factory was the largest in the 
country, and one of the first in New England to use steam power. 


Wellfleet maintained its oyster-breeding reputation. Seed oysters were obtained 
in Wareham Harbor, the Taunton River, and other points in Buzzards and Narragansett 
Bays. In winter the local mackerel fleet brought bivalves from Chesapeake Bay and 
bedded them down on the Wellfleet flats, where during the R-less months they grew 
plump for the Boston market. With the introduction of the canning industry the market 
was not only extended for the oysters, but for lobsters and Penobscot Salmon. 


Marblehead, on the opposite shore, had a large fleet of its own, and the rivalry 
with the Cape was both keen and competitive. Samuel Eliot Morison, in his MARITIME 
HISTORY OF MASSACHUSETTS, gives an interesting detail of some of the incidents 
at this time. When the Marblehead Bankers would be absent, the Cape mackerel fleet, 
would put into their harbor for shelter. There were glorious nights when the Cape 
Codders came ashore, bent on draining every Marblehead grogshop, kissing every Marble- 
head girl, and blacking the eyes of every Marblehead boy. Glorious mornings followed, 
when a clearing northwest breeze sent wavelets slap-slap-slapping on black topsides, 
while the surf still roared outside, and to the chuckling chorus of halyard blocks, 
foresails and mainsails arose to catch the dawn. 


Indeed it must have been romantic in those early days when man had a flair for 
living—earth-bound perhaps—but with the freedom that the Cape still engenders today. 
To the urbane visitor, a sojourn on Cape Cod is as refreshing as a dip into clear warm 
water. Though the Cape has changed physically through the years, marked by progress 
and civilization, it is still enhanced by the simplicity of those early fishermen and mariners 
who created the atmosphere that makes the Cape distinctive today.

A list 
of the leading stage and screen stars he 
has directed on Broadway and in summer 
stock would fill several pages of ‘Who’s 
Who in the Theatre,” for during his career 
as a director he has staged thirty-four 
Broadway premieres, hundreds of stock 
productions, and four Hollywood films. 


During the ten summers he has spent 
here at Dennis he has started many fam- 
ous stars on the road to success, including 
Gregory Peck, Mel Ferrer, Robert Ryan, 
Martha Scott, and Anne Baxter, whose 
first professional acting role was the 
daughter in “Susan and God,” starring 
Gertrude Lawrence. Last summer at the 
party celebrating this tenth anniversary, 
these stars and dozens of others sent him 
appreciative congratulatory telegrams. 
For he is an actors’ director and works 
with each one, from the bit player to the 
star, to bring out his best capabilities. Mr. 
Sircom’s theory that “there is no such 
thing as a small part, only a small actor,” 
makes for the finished unity of the Play- 
house productions. 

His understanding of the actor’s prob- 
lems come naturally because Arthur Sir- 
com started in the theatre as an actor.

Had he wished to continue donning grease 
paint and powder, he would have become 
as great a star as any of those he has 
directed. For actor or director there could 
have been no finer training than he re- 
ceived at the Laboratory Theatre School 
under the instruction of Madame Maria 
Ouspenskaya, Richard Boleslavsky and 
Mordkin, all of the Moscow Art Theatre. 


He made his first Broadway appear- 
ance in a “bit” part in “They Knew What 
They Wanted,” starring Richard Bennett 
and Pauline Lord; then joined Sir Ben 
Greet’s Shakespearian Company. For two 
seasons following he was leading man 
with Henry Jewett’s Reperatory Theatre 
in Boston. He has been associated with 
summer stock ever since its beginnings 
in New England, having first “trod the 
boards” at the first real barn theatre which 
was founded in Madison, Conn., by a 
friend, Constance Wilcox, now Princess 
Pignatelli. This led to another early sum- 
mer venture, the Jitney Players, founded 
by other Madisonites, Bushnell Cheney, 
Jr., and his wife, Alice Keating. 


This unique barnstorming group toured 
the New England states, playing out of 
doors on village greens and summer es- 
tates. Mr. Sircom, then a Yale student, 
first met Richard Aldrich during that first 
Jitney summer. Mr. Aldrich, then a stu- 
dent at Harvard, was the troupe’s business 
manager. Besides acting any role offered 
during the tour, Arthur designed the 
company’s signs and insignia, drove the 
“stage” truck and even mowed the lawns 
for the orchestra seats. 

Arthur Sircom went into the theatre 
while he was in Yale, acting under the 
direction of Monty Wooley. Up to that 
time he had studied to be a concert violin- 
ist. A man of many artistic talents, he did 
silhouettes for the New York Times the- 
atrical section during his early career in 
New York, and taught dancing at the 
Chaliff School.

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His career in directing began in 1929 at 
Elvehoj-on-the-Hudson. His _ producer- 
partners in this venture included Richard 
Skinner, now producer at Olney, Md., Sara 
Stamm, producer at Newport, R. I., and 
Anne Seymour, noted radio actress. He 
has since been associated with nine other 
summer theatres in Maine, Connecticut, 
New Jersey, New York and Pennsylvania. 


The last three winters he deserted his 
professional work to work with non- 
professional companies in Minneapolis 
and Youngstown, Ohio. He feels very 
strongly that all the cities throughout the 
country should have good theatre, and to 
do this, audiences must become familiar 
with good theatre and demand more for 
their communities. Last winter the pro- 
ductions of the Youngstown Players were 
outstanding under his hand, and: theatre 


has become an integral part of the city’s 
life. This next winter, however, he is re- 
turning to New York to do a couple of 
new scripts. 


His next production here at the Play- 
house will be a new play, ‘Traveler’s 
Joy,” starring Gertrude Lawrence. At 
present he is guest directing at the Fal- 
mouth Playhouse where he is doing an- 
other American premiere—“Miss Mabel,” 
starring Lillian Gish.

Tonight’s modern Pygmalion story kept 
Broadway audiences laughing for four 
years. Garson Kanin, author of “Born 
Yesterday,” is one of the most versatile 
young men in the theatre, having acted, 
directed, produced and written movie 
scenarios. With the phenomenal success 
of this laugh riot, Mr. Kanin launched 
another career, playwrighting. 

One of his finest scenarios for the mov- 
ies was “A Double Life,” which won the 
star, Ronald Coleman, a _ long-deserved 
Osear. This same picture won stardom 
for tonight’s star, Shelley Winters. So it 
is natural that she would pick another 
Kanin script for her first stage appear- 
ance. 

Mr. Kanin planned a musical career and 
had already played the saxophone and 
clarinet in several bands and vaudeville 
when he decided that the theatre held 
more attraction for him. During the Thir- 
ties he acted in a long series of Broadway 
successes, and in 1937 he left for Holly- 
wood to direct. His films include “A Man 
to Remember,” “Bachelor Mother,” “They 
Knew What They Wanted,’ and “The 
True Glory,’ “A Double Life’ was writ- 
ten with his wife, Ruth Gordon, noted 
actress and playwright.

Alan has recently returned from 
Europe where he directed and studied on a 
Rockefeller scholarship. 

As if his winter program were not heavy 
enough, Alan commutes each week from 
New York to Washington, D. C., where he 
teaches and directs at Catholic University. 
After this week’s play in Dennis, he will 
go back to Coonamessett where he will 
direct the rest of the season. 


William Harmon, who is Miss Winter’s 
director, stage managed the original 
Broadway production for its four years’ 





run. He was director of the Middletown 
Summer Theatre and Green Gables Play- 
house in Pennsylvania. Last season he 
produced and directed the television show 
“Front Row Center.” In his youthful 
career Mr. Harmon has accumulated a 
great deal of experience in the theatre, 
and will probably soon be as well known 
a producer as his brother, Sidney Harmon, 
producer of “Men in White,” “The Milky 
Way,” and many others.

Many of the antique shops have 
Spanish and Oriental curios that the sea- 
* men brought back to decorate their homes 

. Walclif is one of these captain’s homes 
and the fine English paneled room that 
has been added is a delight to see... 
Down the road in Dennis, Windswept An- 
tiques has the most beautiful nautical 
weathervane in New England—a model 
clipper ship covered with gold leaf that 
used to belong to the famous Shiverick 
Yards ... During the long voyages, sea- 
men amused themselves making scrim- 
shaw—delicate carvings from whalebone 
that resemble ivories—and a fine collec- 
tion is in the Museum at Provincetown 
.. . The Cape still has great craftsmen— 
at the Christopher Galleries, West Barn- 
stable, Christopher Sweetman’s beautiful 
hollow silverware is still turned by hand, 
and in Hyannis, Norman Doctorow’s hand 
printed fabrics are made up in some of 
the most attractive sports clothes to be 
found anywhere .. , With the sun, sand, 
and sea breezes, it’s hard to think of 
Christmas, but driving to Hyannis from 
Dennis, you pass a gay little Christmas 
tree near the corner of Willow street. 
This marks the Christmas Shop where you 
can get unusual decorations for next Holi- 
day season ... Up here on the Cape, sea 
food is the order of the day, clam chowder 
and lobsters—such as Cap’n Grey’s Inn 
serves—leading the favorites, but in Den- 
nis we have something quite unique in 
this section—Gina’s House offers wonder- 
ful Italian dishes home cooked to order 
and excellent Chianti... In the old clip- 
per days the housewives made their 
candles from the bayberries growing in 
their backyards .. . At Colonial Candle 
Co., Mrs. Baker has preserved this custom 
and sends her fragrant candles all over 
the country ... Although Cape Codders 
no longer sail the romantic full-masters 
like the Witch of the Waves, Flying Cloud, 
Herald of the Morning, and the Red 
Jacket, modern vacationists can go to Ship 
Shops at Bass River and rent sailboats, 
canoes, or outboards—and there is no bet- 
ter boating than around Bass River section 

. We find the new Cape still beautiful 
and romantic, and we hope you enjoy 
your holiday with us. And don’t forget 
a visit to the Cape Arts Center Galleries 
and Gardens, as well as a cooling, drink 
and snack and the Cape Playhouse Rest- 
aurant when you come.
